i practice to walk at least one mile 
ach day. Instea'd of riding every 
ay, walk to work occasionally. 


Your daily duties will prove more 
interesting and less fatiguing. 


As you walk, keep the body erect, 


the head up and the abdomen in. 
The chest should be high and the 
shoulders thrown back. The arms, 
should swing freely from the shoul- 
dars. Point the toes straight for- 
ward and walk on the balls on your 
feet. 


Perhaps you have been suffering 


from lack of appetite, poor diges- 
tion, constipation and loss of sleep. 
I can think of no better cure for 
these ailments than walking. 
It 


will stimulate your appetite, aid in- 
digestion and promote proper elimi- 
nation. Be outdoors and in the sun- 
light as much as possible. 


Do not permit yourself to become 


prematurely old. Walking will help 
you avoid ill health and those con- 
stitutional complaints that hasten 
old age. See to it that you walk 
more than has been your practice, 
taking pains to walk in the manner 
described. 


Many persons complain of pain 


and 
discomfort when 
walking. 


Sometimes this is due to lack of 
muscular development of the feet, 
and can be overcome by gradually 
increased periods of exercise. In- 
crease your walks slowly. Do not 
walk too much all of a sudden. 
Make sure that your shoes are 
comfortable and your feet in good 
health—that 
bunions, corns or 


other foot disabilities are corrected 
before long walks are taken.
